Irish housewives are paying 
higher rates, and more frequently, 
to have chimneys cleaned less 
efficiently, writes a reporter. 

The real villain of the piece is the 
fuel. The use of turf and wood in 
rates intended for coal causes a 
8nd sooty deposit on the inside of 
the narrow chimneys. In the last 
report of the Dublin Fire Brigade 
it was stated that the large increase 
in the number of chimney fires was 
due entirely to this deposit, which, 
if not cleared away, soon chokes up 
the chimney and leads to _ fires. 
Frequent chi....ey-cleaning is the 
only remedy, but in many cases the 
ordinary Cleaning is not sufficient to 
remove the deposit, and only rarely 
is it possible to scrape a modern 
chimney. 

In the old days half-a-vrown 
would cover the cost of getting a 
couple of chimneys cleaned. Now 
the ordinary chimney costs 3s. 6d. 
to 5s., and the chimney of a 
domestic boiler often as much as 


7s. 6d. 7 
The chimney-cleaners my that 
they are doing their best in the face 
of great difficulties, To begin with, 
they had to increase their prices in 
proportion with the cost of living. 
Then they find it very difficult to get 
suitable brushes and equipment; 
some brushes that. used to cost 
about 2s. 6d. now cost in the region 
of 12s. 6d., when they can be got. 
Added to that, the work is more 
difficult and the brushes are of an 


inferior quality.

Widespread Flooding 
Last Month 


The report of the Department of 
Agriculture on conditions in Novem- 
ber states that the month was ab- 
normally wet. Land was in a sodden 
condition, and widespread flooding 
took place during the latter half of the 
month. Sharp frost occurred on a 
few nights, and snow fell in northern 
districts on the night of the 25th. 

Farm work was carried out under 
very adverse conditions. Threshing of 
corn, digging. sorting and pitting 
potatoes; lifting and storing mangels; 
work at sugar beet; ploughing of lea 
and stubble ground, and sowing of 
winter wheat were the main activities 
on the land. 

Dealing with winter ah the re- 
port states that supplies of hay were 
reasonably IEA in most dis- 
tricts. The bulk of the oat crop and 
some barley have been retained by 
farmers for feeding. 

Many farms were rather heavily 
stocked because of the slow demand 
aed lower prices for certain types of 
cattie,

Penicillin May Go Into 
Lipsticks 


Professor Sir Alexander Fleming, 
Discoverer of penicillin, said' yester- 
day that when penicillin goes on 
the market for general use it may 
go into toothpastes and lipsticks— 
anywhere where it can get at the 
microbes. 

Lecturing at the Royal Institute 
of Public Health and Hygiene on 
the methods of use and future 
possibilities of penicillin, he said 
that the discovery that penicillin 
was effective in curing 98 per cent. 
of gonococcal infection, and was 
also proving effective in curing 
syphilis, opened up an enormous 
field for the use of the new drug 
in extirpating: venereal disease. . 

“ The fact that we now have rapid 
and effective means of treatment of 
both syphilis and gonorrhea might 
make possible legislation to prevent 
the spread of these diseases.” 

Penicillin had “stimulated anti- 
bacterial research in general, so that 
ijt was on the cards that one or two 
more anti-bacterial substances would 
be discovered. which “would. fit in 
with penicillin to defeat bacteria.
